Governor Atkinson yesterday made an

Judge Dick Johnson and Mr. C. B. Con- 
yers, of the executive office, spent yester- 
day in receiving calls from the widows of 
confederate soldiers, or their agents. All 
day the office was crowded with applicants 
for pensions who came with the proper 
papers to secure them the %60 pension paid 
by the state. The bulk of the applicants 
were from Fulton county, but there-were 
also people from other parts of the state.
